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Internal Health Regulations, 



IN BOARD OF HEALTH, 

Boflon, April 18, A. D. 1814. 

ORDERED, That the following RULES and 
REGULATIONS appear to this Board to be neceffary, 
to remove and prevent NUISANCES and Sources of 
Filth in the Town of BOSTON, and the fame Rules and 
Regulations are hereby ordered by faid Board of Health 
to have effect, within the limits of faid Town of Bofton, 
and have the force of law, from and after Monday, the 
twenty-fifth of April, A. D. 1814. 



Houfe Dirt, &c. 
Article 1. No perfon or perfons (hall be allowed to throw 
or bring into any ftreet, fquare, lane, or alley, any houfe dirt, 
filth, or fvveepings of any kind, or any decayed vegetable, or 
dead animal fubftance. But all fuch houfe dirt, filth, fweepings, 
or vegetable, or animal fubftance, fhall be depofited in fuch vef- 
fels as will not contain liquids, and kept in fome convenient 
fituation for the drivers of the Scavengers' carts to take away. 
And no perfon fhall be allowed to caft any dead animals, vege- 
table fubftances, or fweepings of any veflel, into any of the docks, 
the mill-pond, or any other place between the channel and the 
fliore ; nor to land the fame, or any foul and infe&ed ballaft, or 
other fubftance, on any wharf, or landing place, within the town. 
And any dead animal thrown into the channel fhall have a fuf- 
ficient weight affixed to it, to prevent its floating to the fhore. 



Removal of Dirt, &c. 
Art. 2. Whenever any quantity of dirt, faw-duft, foot, fha- 
vings, ftraw, animal or vegetable fubftance, or filth of any kind, 
fhall be found in any cellar, yard, or other premifes, or be thrown 
into any ftreet, fquare, lane, or alley ; the owner, or occupier of 
fuch cellar, yard, or other premifes, where found ; or the own- 
er, or occupier of the premifes from whence fuch dirt, faw-duft, 
&c. had been removed, fhall caufe the fame to be carried aw/ay, 
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at his, or her expenfe, within four hours after notification, in 
writing from this Board. — And all carts, or waggons, employed 
in the carting earth, clay, fand, or dirt of any kind, fhall have 
and ufe good and fufficient fore and hind boards, and otherways 
fufficiently tight to prevent the faid earth, fand, clay, or dirt, 
from dropping in the flreets through which they may pafs. 



Wajie Water. 
Art. 3. The owners or occupiers of houfes, buildings, or 
lands, (hall caufe all iuajle water from their premifes to be con- 
veyed from their cellars, yards, finks, pumps, and vacant lands, 
through drains under ground to common fevvers ; or to fuch ref- 
ervoirs, funk under ground to receive the fame, as a committee 
of this Board fhall approbate. 



Vaults, Privies, &e. 
Art. 4-. The owners of vaults or privies, and the occupiers 
of the houfe or houfes, flore or flores, to which they belong, or 
are attached, fhall not permit the contents of fuch vaults, or 
privies, to rife within two feet of the fhrface of the earth ; and 
if fuch contents are found within two feet of fuch furface, the 
owner or owners, occupier or occupiers, will be profecuted with- 
out further previous notice. And no vault, or privy, fhall be 
emptied without a permit from this Board, and by perfons author- 
ized for that purpofe. 

— — . 

Stables, and Stable Manure. 
Art. 5. The owners or occupiers of livery and other ftables, 
fhall not permit more than two cart loads of manure to accumu- 
late and remain in or near their ftables, at any one time, between 
the firft day of May and the firft day of November — and fhall 
keep their flables and ftable yards clean and decent. 






Market Stalls. 
Art. 6. Perfons occupying flails in Faneuil-Hall, Boylfton 
or Parkman's market-houfes, or the Market-place, and Dock- 
fquare, fhall daily, in the morning, during the months of June, 
July, Auguft, September, and October, wafh or cleanfe their re- 
fpe&ive flails — They fhall not permit any heads, feet, or offals 
of dead animals, or vegetables of any kind, to remain in or about 
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their flails, over night — They fliall take up, and remove the 
platforms of their refpective flails, on the firfl day of June, and 
fhall not replace them until the firfl day of November enduing; 
during which period, meat 1 of any kind fhall not be ex poled in 
the markets, or any other place within the town, excepting in 
flails, carts, or other vehicles, which fhall be covered from the 
rays of the fun ; nor expofe for fale any mutton or lamb with 
the feet on the fame. 



Damaged Grain, Rice, and Coffee. 
Art. 7. No perfon fhall be allowed to land on any wharf, 
or put on fhore, from any boat or vefTel, or bring into town 
by land, any damaged grain, rice, or coffee, without a permit 
from this Board. 



Swine and Goats. 
Art. 8. Swine and goats fhall not be kept within the limits 
of the town by any perfon, without a licenfe from this Board, 
and in fuch place and manner as the Board fhall approve. 



Frejh Fi/h. 
Art. 9. All Fi/b, before brought into this town, fnall be 
firfl gutted, and the fifh made clean. Frefh Fi/b, (excepting 
fuch as are named in the fucceeding article) fhall not be offered 
for fale between the Ifl day of May, and the 15th day of Octo- 
ber, unlefs kept in covered flails, fiih-boxes, or other houfes fit- 
uated over the fait water : — And frefh fifh offered for fale in the 
flreets before the lfl day of May, and after the 15th day of Octo- 
ber, fhall be kept clean in covered carts, barrows, &c. 

Salmon and /mall Fi/b. 
Art. 10. Salmon, Shad, Bafs, Mackarel, Tautoug, Eels, 
Flounders, Tomcods, Smelts, and other fmall fifh, may be fold 
at all times, in any part of the town, provided they be kept fe- 
cure from the rays of the fun ; but venders thereof will be held 
refponfible for any riuifance created thereby. — Provided, howev- 
er, that Salmon and Bafs, brought to town by fea, may be fold, 
and landed therein, when cleanfed of their entrails ; which en- 
trails are to be kept on board, in tight veffels, and removed be- 
yond low water mark at every time of high water — And that no 
perfon take a fland in or near the Faneuil-Hall market, for the 
fale of fuch fifh as are allowed by this article, but at the north 
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fide of faid market-houfe, at the place provided by the Clerk of 
faid market for that purpofe. 

And whereas Tick perfons are much diftreffed by the 
practice of blowing horns, trumpets, and other wind in«- 
ftruments, by Fifhermen and others, to call the attention of the 
people to their occupations and bufinefs, and the fame is injuri- 
ous to the health of the inhabitants, therefore, ordered — that 
horns, trumpets, or other wind inftruments, fhall not be blown 
or founded, by any Fifherman or other perfon, to the injury or 
difturbance of any lick perfon. 



Oyjlers. 
Art. 11. Oyfters fhall not be offered for fale within the 
limits of the town, between the 5th day of July and the 1ft day 
of September. 



Feathers, Rags, &e. 
Art. 12. Feathers, old or new, fhall not be landed, or 
brought within the limits of the town, between the 1ft day of 
frlay and the 1ft day of November, without a permit from this 
oftice, after a previous examination by the perfon authorized by 
this Board — And feather, and other beds, bedding, clothing, or 
rags, fhall not be landed, or brought into this town from any 
place where any contagious difeafe doth, or hath recently pre* 
vailed, unlefs by fpecial permiffion of this Board. 

Thcfe Regulations, in addition to thofe enumerated 
by the Act empowering the Town of Bofton to choofe 
a Board of Health, and other laws relating to faid 
Board, being effential to the prefervation of the hearth 
of the Town, it is the determination of the Board of 
Health moft rigidly to enforce their execution, and to 
profecute ail violators — And, as heavy penalties are by 
Ltw attached to the breach of any or either of them, 
the faid Board requeft their Conitituents to caufe thefe 
Regulations to be made known to all perfons under 
their direction, and read to their domeltics ; and alfo 
to aifift the Board in their due execution. — Complaints 
of any breaches thereof, or any neglect or inattention, 
in any perfon employed or licenfed by the Board, are 
foliated ; and thcfe who complain may rely on all 
proper fecrecy.

IN BOARD OF HEALTH, 

Bojlon, April 18, A. D. 18 14-. 

ORDERED, That the following RULES and 
REGULATIONS for the Interment of the Dead in the 
Town of BOSTON, for Funerals and Funeral Proces- 
sions in faid Town, for the Police of Burying- Grounds 
in faid Town, and the following Penalties and Fees 
refpecling the fame, be and the fame are hereby fixed 
and eftablifhed by the Board of Health of the Town of 
Bojlon, and that the fame commence and have effecl: 
from and after the firft day of June next. 

ARTICLE I. 

Police of the Bury ing-G rounds and Cemeteries. 

Sect. 1. To execute the Police of the Burying-Grounds and 
Cemeteries, there fhall be one Superintendant elecled by ballot, who 
on acceptance of the truft fhall give fatisfactory bonds for the faith- 
ful performance of the duties required, and vvhofe jurifdiftion fhall 
extend to all the Burial-Grounds and Cemeteries within the town, 
and his Office fhall be kept in a central fituation. It fhall be the 
duty of each Superintendant to keep the fences, walls, and gates of 
the refpective Grounds and Cemeteries in complete repair, and 
properly fecured by locks and bolts : — To point out the place, depth 
and width of every g r ave to be dug therein : — To caufe the graves 
to be dug in exa& ranges, parallel with, and as near to each other, 
as may be : — And to fee that the graves be fo filled and elevated, 
and t^e turf replaced, that water may not fiagnate thereon : — To 
caufe the tomos opened in the refpective Cemeteries, between the 
firft of July and the 30th of September, to be clofed and pointed 
with lime within twenty-four hours after the depofit of bodies 
therein ; and to direct the Warden of the feveral Churches to 
which Ceme'eries belong, to caufe at leaft three bufhete of good 
ftone lime to be flacked therein, on the lft and 15th days of July, 
Auguft and September. — To record in a book to be kept for that 
purpofe, the name, age, and fex of each perfon interred ; the family 
to which the deceafed belonged j the difeafe or caufe of death \ 
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and whether citizen or ftranger ; the time when interred ; the 
number of the grave, and the number of the range where buried, 
or the tomb where depofited. 

Sect. a. The Superintendant (hall permit the family of any 
perfon hereafter buried in any grave in the North and South Burial 
Grounds, to place within twelve months after the burial of fuch 
perfon, a ftone of the following dimenfions, viz : — Length 4 1-2 
feet ; breadth 1 foot 10 inches ; thicknefs 3 1-2 inches, having 
the perfon's name and age, the number of the grave, and the num- 
ber of the range, cut thereon, placed perpendicular 6 inches from 
the head of the grave, and fettled in the earth 18 inches from a 
level furface ; which being recorded by the Superintendant, fuch 
grave fhall be referved for the ufe of the fame family for twenty 
years ; and graves may be re-opened for members of the fame fami- 
ly, provided the top of any coffin put therein be not within three 
feet of the furface of the ground. The bottom of the firft coffin 
buried in any grave in the North Burying-Ground {hall be at leaft 
eight feet from the furface of the ground ; and the bottom of the 
firft coffin buried in any grave in the South Burying-Ground, fhall 
be at leaft fix feet fix inches from the furface of the ground. 

Sect. 3. A new range of Graves (hall not be commenced un- 
til the preceding range is entirely taken up by the depofit of a body 
or bodies in each grave. 

Sect. 4. A corpfe fhall not be depofited for a temporary pur- 
pofe iu any of the Public Vaults, without the licenfe of this Board. 

Sect .5. When a corpfe fhall be depofited in any of the Public 
Vaults, the fame fhall be afterwards removed and interred agreeably 
to the regulations of the Board, and in the manner and time expreffed 
in a licenfe of the Board for faid depofit. And for a faithful exe- 
cution of the fame, every perfon concerned in faid depofit, removal 
and interment, fhall feverally be refponfible. 

Sect. 6. When a corpfe is depofited in a Public Vault, in ad- 
dition to the Superintendant's fees, there fhall be paid to the ufe 
of the town one dollar for each adult, and fifty cents for each child, 
to be collected by the Superintendant. 

Sect. 7. The Superintendant fhall, on the Monday of each 
week, make a return to the Health-Office of the perfons interred 
in the Grounds and Cemeteries in his care ; which return fliall 
comprife a copy of all the particulars required to be recorded by the 
firft feition of thefe Regulations ; that from fuch returns this 
Board, from time to time, may publifla Bills of Mortality for the 
town. 
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, ARTICLE II. 

Funeral Cars, 
Sect, i . The Funeral Cars fhall be under the care of the Su- 
perintendent, and fhall be depofited for fafe keeping in places pro- 
vided therefor. It (hall be the duty of the Superintendant to keep 
them clean and in good repair ; and only permit Funeral Under- 
takers, licenfed by this Board, to ufe the fame, on the payment of 
the fee eftablifhed by thefe regulations. The Superintendant to 
account monthly to the Treasurer of this Board for fuch fees. 

article in. 
Funeral Undertakers, 
Sect. i. A fufficient number of Funeral Undertakers (hall be 
appointed and licenfed by this Board, who fhall be refponiible for 
the decent, orderly and faithful management of the Funerals under- 
taken by them ; and for a ftridt compliance with thefe Regulations. 
Each Undertaker may employ fober and difcreet Porters to affift 
them ; and fhall be accountable to this Board for their conduct. 
Perfons not licenfed as Undertakers, are forbid the undertaking of 
any funeral, under the penalty of twenty dollars for each offence. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Funerals, &c. 

Sect. i. All Funerals fhall be between fun-rifing and fun-fet- 
ting, except when otherwife ordered by this Board, in cafes of f he 
prevalence of contagious and malignant difeafes, and fhall paff 
through or into at leaft one principal ftreet. There fhall be but 
one bell tolled at any funeral ; which bell fhall be tolled no longer 
than one hour, and no oftener than two ftrokes in a minute ; and 
the bells of the North Church fhall not be chimed more than fifteen 
minutes for one funeral proceffion. The corpfe of every perfon 
over ten years of age, fhall be conveyed to the grave or tomb in a 
Funeral Car, to be drawn by not more than two horfes : Provided 
however, that on extraordinary occafions, permiflion may be obtain- 
ed of this Board, on regular application, to difpenfe with any of the 
rules contained in this article. 

Sect. 2. The Superintendant fhall defignate fuitable places in 
the North and South Burying-Grounds, for the burial of people of 
colour, under the direction ©f this Board. 

article V. 
Fines, &c. 
Sect. 1 . If the Superintendant fhall violate any or either of 
thefe regulations, he fhall, on conviaion, forfeit and pay a fine of 
B 
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fifty dollars. If an Undertaker fhall violate any or either of thefe 
regulations, he {hall, on conviction, forfeit and pay a fine of thirty 
dollars ,■ and if any other perfon or perfons fhall violate or tranfgrefs 
them, he or they fhall, on convi&ion, forfeit and pay a fine of twenty 
dollars. One moiety of which fines fhall be to the ufe of the per- 
fon or perfons who fhall profecute therefor, and the other moiety 
to the ufe of the town of Bofton. 

Sec. 2. The Superintendants, Funeral Undertakers, and Por- 
ters fhall at all times be removeable at the pleafure of this Board. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Fees, &c. 

Sec. i. There fhall be collected and paid for fervices in the 
execution of thefe regulations, the following fees, viz • — 

For the Superintendant — For each grave dug, feventy-five cents, 
except for fuch perfons as are buried at the expenfe of the town ; 
for each tomb or public vault opened, fifty cents. For the record 
of each perfon buried or entombed, twenty-five cents. For the ufe 
of the Car at each funeral, two dollars. 

The fee9 for opening graves, tombs and public vaults to be col- 
lected from the families of the perfons interred. The recording 
fees to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Town-Treafurer. 

Fees for the Undertakers — For digging a grave 8 feet deep, and cov- 
ering the fame,/wo dollars; for one 6 feet 6 inches deep,o«^ dollar and 
fifty cents ; for one 5 feet deep, one dollar and twenty-five cents ; and 
for 4 feet deep, one dollar. — For opening and clofing a tomb, feven- 
ty-five cents. Forfervice at the houfe of a perfon deceafed, in col- 
lecting and returning chairs, and other attendance, one dollar ; for 
every family notified by reqneft,yz«w cents : for tolling a bell, fifty 
cents ; for placing a corpfe in coffin when requefted, one dollar : 
for the ufe of one horfe, in the Car, one dollar ; for two horfes, 
feventy-five cents each ; for carrying a corpfe from the houfe to the 
Car, and from the Car to the grave, tomb or vault, and removal of 
the fame from the Public Vault, to the place of interment, includ- 
ing the affiftance of Funeral Porters and the leader or leaders of 
the Funeral Car, three dollars. 

Sec 2. When a corpfe is carried into a church, the Funeral 
Undertaker may make an additional charge of two dollars : and 
whenever the ground fhall be frozen, the charge for digging graves 
may be augmented at the difcretion of this Board. 

Sec 3. For burial of children under ten years of age, viz : 

Di gg ,n g a g rave 3 l ' 2 feet dee P» feventy-five cents ,- fervice at the 
houle, one dollar ; tolliog bell, fifty cents ; carrying the corpfe to 
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the carriage, and from the carriage to the place of depofit, fifty 
cents ; for the ufe of a pall, twenty five cents. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Burying-Grounds, 
Sec. i. The Central, Chapel and Granary Burying-Grounds 
are clofed fo far, that no graves fhall be opened or dug, nor tombs 
built therein, until the further order of this Board. 

Sec. 2. The old part of the North Burying-Ground is alfo clof- 
ed fo far, that no graves fhall be opened or dug therein, excepting 
in the places appropriated for the interment of people of colour, un- 
der the direction of this Board. Perfons may have leave to erect 
tombs in the new part of the North Burying-Ground, and the 
South Burying-Ground, under the direction, and on the conditions 
prefcribed by this Board.

Quarantine Regulations for 18 14. 



IN BOARD OF HEALTH, 

Bofton, April 18, A. D. 1814. 

ORDERED AND DIRECTED, That the fol- 
lowing Rules, Regulations, Reftrictions, Qualifications 
and Directions, mall conftitute the Quarantine Regula- 
tions of this Board, on all Veffels, &c. which fhall arrive 
within the Harbour of Bofton, from any port or place, 
until the further order of this Board; and that the fame 
be publifhed in the Newfpapers employed by this Board, 
for general information, viz. 

ARTICLE I. 
Quarantine of Vejfels. 

Section i. On and after the 1 6th day of May next, a quaran- 
tine (hall be had of all vefTels, their officers, crews, pafTengers, and 
cargoes, that come 'within the harbour of Bofton, which are from, 
or have touched at any port or place within the tropics, or from 
any of the Weft-India Iflands, or any port or place where conta- 
gious ficknefs doth, or hath recently prevailed — of all veffels on 
board of which any perfon fhall have died of any difeafe, or been 
lick during their homeward paflage, excepting veffels coming from 
places beyond the Cape of Good Hope, where no contagious or ma- 
lignant difeafe was known to be prevalent previous to their depar- 
ture — or from the iflands of St. Helena or Afcenfton* 

Sec. 2. The quarantine above directed, fhall be had near 
RainsforcTs Ifland, under the direction of the Vifiting Phyfician, 
»nd other officers of this Board ; and fhall continue on every vef- 
fel which has had twenty-two, or a lefs number of days paflage, 
until (he fhall have made up twenty-five days from the day fhe 
left her laft port ; and on each veflel which has had twenty-three 
or more days paftzgetfeventy-two hours in addition to fuch paflage. 
And on every veflel, on board which, during her homeward paf- 
lage, any perfon fhall have died (excepting from accident or cas- 
ualty) the quarantine fhall be extended to 25 days from the laft 
death.— And no veflel fhall be confidered as having commerced 
quarantine, until fhe fhall have been anchored in her proper fta- 
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tion on quarantine ground, as directed by the Vifiting Phyfician, 
or other officers of this Board. 

Sec. 3. The mafters, officers, crews, and paffengers of all vef- 
fels, when on quarantine, fhall be fubjecl: to the Regulations of 
this Board, and fuch others as may be adopted by the Viliting 
Phyfician : — and the mafter of each veffel (hall be accountable for 
the appearance on board his veffel, at the time fhe fhall be dif- 
charged from quarantine, of all and every perfon who arrived in 
her, or who may have been landed from her in any port of the 
United States, or put on board any other veffel, during her home- 
ward paffage, cafes of death excepted. 

Sec. 4. In extraordinary cafes, the Committee of the Week is 
authorized to direct the above periods of quarantine to be pro- 
longed. 

Sec 5. Veffels not otherwife fubjecl: to quarantine, having on- 
ly fmall pox on board, may be difcharged whenever the Vifiting 
Phyfician fhall confider them free from infection. 

Sec. 6. Every mafter of a veffel fhall, within twenty-four 
hours after being difcharged from quarantine, deliver at the Health 
Office in Faneuil-Hall, the certificates and flags he fhall have re- 
ceived from the Vifiting Phyfician, or Ifland Keeper, and fhall, on 
paying the fum of ten dollars, receive a counter certificate from 
the Secretary of this Board, to entitle his veffel to entry at the 
Cuftom-houfe. 

Sec. 7. When any veffel has been quarantined, examined, and 
attended, and the mafter is defirous of leaving the ground, with 
his veffel, for any other port, he fhall, previous to his receiving 
his certificate of difcharge, pay to the Vifiting Phyfician the eftab- 
lifhed fees. 

Sec. 8. During the time a veffel fhall be on quarantine, on 
application made to this Board to permit the unlading and con- 
veyance to town of any wine, rum, fpirits, fait, fugar, mol;>ffes, 
mahogany, dye-woods, tobacco, preferved or other fruits, and fuch 
other articles as fhall be declared incapable of receiving or convey- 
ing infection, and when permiffion to unlade the fame fhall have 
been obtained from the Cuftom-houfe ; it fhall be lawful for the 
Committee for the Week to authorize the Viliting Phyfician of 
this Board, to permit fuch articles to be unladen from any veffel 
on quarantine, and the fame to be conveyed to town, by Lighter- 
men duly licenfed by this Board for that purpofe. — And the Vif- 
iting Phyfician fhall grant a certificate thereof, to be depofited in 
the Health Office, for which twenty-five cents fhall be paid: — 
And the lighters to be employed in the tranfportation of fuch un- 
infected articles, fhall, when unemployed, be anchored off the 
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fouth-eaft part of Rainsford's IJland ,- and the Lightermen employ- 
ed therein, fhall not be permitted to land in town, without the 
permiflion of the Vifiting Phyfician. 

ARTICLE II. 
Mediterranean Vejfels. 
Sec. i. Every mafter of a vefTel who, on and after the 16th 
day of May next, until the further order of this Board, fhall ar- 
rive from Gibraltar, or any port or place within the Streights, fhall 
carry and anchor his vefTel on quarantine ground, where fhe fhall 
be examined by the Vifiting Phyfician, who may permit her to 
pafs immediately, if it appears to him that the public health will 
not be endangered thereby — And the mafter of fuch vefTel fhall 
receive a counter certificate from the Secretary of this Board, to 
entitle his vefTel to entry at the Cuftom-houfe, on his paying hira 
the fum of five dollars. 

ARTICLE III. 
Vejfels to be reported. 
Sec. i. The mafters of all vefTels, which, on and after the 
1 6th day of May next, fhall arrive from any port or place not fub- 
je& to quarantine, fhall, previous to entry at the Cuftom-houfe, 
make report at the Health-Office, in Faneuil-Hall, of the ftate and 
condition of their crews, paflengers, and cargoes, and of all other 
circumftances which may concern the public health. If found to 
be from a port free .of contagious difeafe, the mafter of each vefTel 
fhall receive a certificate to permit the entry of fuch vefTel, at the 
Cuftom-houfe, for which 25 cents fhall be paid ; if otherwife, the 
vefTel, crew, and pafTengers, fhall be fent to Rainsford's I/land, on 
quarantine. 

ARTICLE IV. 
Vejfels from Out-Ports. 
Sec 1. Every vefTel which fhall arrive, and enter at any out- 
port from any of the ports or places mentioned in the firft article 
of thefe regulations, and fhall afterwards come to this port, fhall 
be fubject to quarantine, unlefs the mafter produces a correct cer- 
tificate from the Board of Health, or Selectmen of fuch out-port, 
that fuch vefTel has been at leaft twenty-five days from fuch ports 
or places, that during that time no perfon has died, (excepting by 
accident or cafualty) or been Tick on board ; and that fuch vefTel 
has been duly examined, and thoroughly purified, or cleanfed. 

ARTICLE v. 
Infefied Vejfels. 
Sec. 1. All vefTels, from any port or place whatever, having, 
•n their homeward pafTage, had one or more perfonsftck on board, 
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fhall, at alljeafons of the year, be liable to perform quarantine, if, 
in the opinion of the Vifiting Phyfician, it (hall be neceffary. 

ARTICLE VI, 
The Duty arid Power of the Vifiting Phyfician. 
Sec. r. It fhall be the dnty of the Vifiting Phyfician of this 
Board, to vifit Rainsford's IJland every day when there are three 
or more veffels on quarantine ; and, when lefs than three, as often 
as the Committee of the Week (hall prefcribe. He fhall direct 
in what manner veffels are to be cleanfed ; what articles fhall be 
landed, wafhed, buried, or deftroyed ; — He fhall order the fick to 
be landed, if necefTary ; fhall attend all the fick at f.iid Ifland, pre- 
fcribe according to his beft lkill and judgment to their relief; and 
find all medicine ; — He fhall be allowed to charge each fick per- 
fon for fuch attendance, provided his charge does not exceed three 
dollars for common cafes ; but he may increafe the charge for ex- 
traordinary cafes, deemed fuch by the Committee of the Week ; 
and he fhall report, at leaft once a week, the number of fuch fick 
perfons under his care at the Ifland, the length of time they have 
been confined there ; and, when difcharged, fhall immediately 
prefent his account for attendance, to the Committee of the Week, 
a record of which fhall be entered on the Journal kept by that 
Committee ; — He fhall direct the pilots where to anchor veffels ; 
and they are hereby required to obey his directions ; — He fhall 
deliver to the mafter of each veffel arriving on» quarantine, a copy 
of the Quarantine Regulations of this Board ; — He may eftablifh 
rules and regulations for the prefervation of good order on the Ifl- 
and, and to promote the defigns of quarantine, fuch rules and reg- 
ulations being under the control of this Board ;— He fhall, from 
time to time, report to the Committee of the Week, the flate of 
veffels on quarantine ; — He fhall grant a certificate of difcharge to 
each veffel having duly performed quarantine ; — and generally, it 
fhall be his duty to do and perform all things neceffary to carry 
the Regulations of Quarantine into complete effect. 

ARTICLE VII. 
The Secretary's Quarantine Duty. 
Sec. i. The Secretary of this Board fhall receive the Vifiting 
Phyfician's certificates of difcharge ; fhall give counter certificates 
to entitle fuch veffels to entry at the Cuftom-houfe \ fhall receive 
the fees required for fuch certificate, and all other fees, and the 
fame pay to the Treafurer j — He fhall make the neceffary inqui- 
ries of all mafters of veffels reporting at this office ; fhall note the 
fame ; and fhall receive and communicate at every meeting of this 
Board, the reports received from the Ifland. 



16 Quarantine Regulations. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
The IJland Keeper f Duty. 

Sec. i. The Ifhnd Keeper or his affiltants fliall attend the 
purification of all veflels, clothing, bedding, perfons, &C at quar- 
antine, agreeably to the directions of the Vifiting Phyfician; — 
fliall board and attend the fick, and find nurfes -, — and fhall be al- 
lowed five dollars each week for the board and nurfing each fick 
perfon at the Ifland \ to be collected as the fees of the Vifiting 
Phyfician are by law collected or aflumed ; — and fhall employ two 
perfons to ply the Ifland boat, during the time a general quaran- 
tine is required ; — and fhall communicate to the Health-Office in- 
formation of the arrival of veffels at the Ifland, as they occur ; and 
of any event which may require the attendance of the Vifiting 
Phyfician at the Ifland ; fhall carry fupplies to veflels on quaran- 
tine, when delivered on board the boat, and fhal] be held to con- 
form to all the directions of this Board, in all matters refpecting 
quarantine. 

Sec. 2. In the abfence of the Vifiting Phyfician, the Ifland 
Keeper or his affiftants are charged with the police of the Ifland, 
agreeably to the laws and rules thereof. 

ARTICLE IX. 

No perfon, not on quarantine, fhall be allowed to vifit Raitif- 
ford's IJland, during the time of quarantine, without producing a 
permit from the Secretary of this Board, for which 25 cents fhall 
be paid for each perfon ; but no certificate fhall be valid, unlefs 
prefented within twenty-four hours from the date thereof.

IN BOARD OF HEALTH, 

BoJIort, April \S,A.D. 1814. 

Ordered, That all veflels that hereafter fhall be on quarantine 
ground, under the Quarantine Regulations of this Board, in cafe 
of any well-apprehended danger from arreft by an enemy, during 
the exiftence of War, every fuch vefiel, having firft been vifited 
by the Phyfician of this Board, and by him found to be fo far free 
from contagious ficknefs, as that fhe may approach nearer the 
Town without danger to the inhabitants, fhall be permitted to 
change her quarantine ground, and anchor at the place called 
President's Road, near Fort Independence, and there remain, 
under the Quarantine Regulations of thisBoatd", and all concern- 
ed fhall govern themfelves accordingly. 
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
